RICH AND POOR. 


THE GAMB OF UP AND DOWN IN 
CHATTANOOGA 
A Poor Maen Found After Death to Have Been 
Very BKich—A Rich Man Who Kills Himeelf 
Because of Hig Property—Two Strangs 
Cases of BHumen Life, Bto. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., August 3.—[Special.]— 
Two strange stories have come to light here. 
A poor man is found to have been rich, and a 
rich man discovers his poverty. 

C. C. Carpenter, an aged pattern maker, 
died suddenly in this city today. He was sun- 
posed to be comparatively poor, but in looking 
over his pereonal effects 2 startling discovery 
was made. It was found he had $7,000 in cash 
in one ofthe banks, $15,000 in stock in one of 
the best paying coal mines in the state, and 
many thougand dollars in bonds, He has been 
living in Chattanooga for twenty years, and so 
for as can be learned has no living relatives. 

H. W. Brown committed suicide last night 
by drinking an ounce of belladonna and then 
cutting his throat, He has been depressed on 


account of businéss troubles, and last night 
swallowed the drug in his wife’s presence and 
rushed from the house into the woods, where 
he cut his throat from ear to ear. The dead 
body wes found thia morning. Brown is from 
Erie, Pa., and lest by oil speculation. He 
lived at the foot of Missionary ridge, two miles 
exust of the city. 
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LAID WasSTE BY FIRE. 


Toronto 
Flames, 

Toronto, August 3.—One of the most de- 
structive fires which ever took place in To- 
ronte commenced at 12:30 this morning in the 
large building oceupied by the sugar refinery 
coipany on the Esplanade. A strong wind 
Llowing from the east carried chunks of 
burning timber along the Esplanade, igniting 
the wocden buildings as far west as five or six 
biccks, Inashort time the refinery and a 
pumber of other buildings were burped. 
‘hree schooners were burned to the water’s 
edge. The fire is half a mile in length. 

The work of destruction on the Esplanade 
still goes on, the flames having reached the 
foot of Yonge street. All the intervening 
buildings and wharves have been burned to 
the greund. The Great Western freight sheds, 
formerly the passenger station on the north 
side ot the Eaplanade,are in immineut danger, 
and was expected to be in flames every 
moment.- The gteamer Chicora is getting up 
steam to go out into the lake. The steamer 
Ontario got up steam and began to tow out 
the steamer Mazeppa, but a schooner 
blocked the way, and they could 
not get ber out, The Mazeppa has caught 
tire, and all three will have to succumb. Un- 
less wind changes the whole south side of the 
esplanade, as tar es Imion giation, will una- 
doubtedly perish. Showers of sparks are bein 
carried to the opposite side of the street, an 
if the buildings there catch fire there is no 
saying what immense damege will be done. 
The fire brigade is absolutely powerless. It is 
feared that the watchman Worth ofthe sugar 
retinery has Jost his life, as he has not been 
seen since the fire started. 

William McCallum, seaman, of the schooner 
Anbie Mulvey,dangerously burned about.ihe 
head. Several elevators, coal vards, schoon 
ers, ferry boats, warehouses and many boat 
bouses are among the property burned. The 
loss thus far is estimated at over a million dol- 
lars. ° 

So farthe fire has been unable tocro:s the 
gep between Scott and Yonge street wharves, 
but is completing destruction on the path it 
has already traveled. A hurricane bas just 
sprung up from the southeast, which throat- 
ens todrive the fire across tho street to the 
main part of the city, but the buildings on the 
scuth side are burned so nearly to the ground 
that unless the main part of the city catches 
fire from the sparks, itis thought to be safe. 

Further progress of the fireon the Esplan- 
ade was checked shortly after five o’clock this 
morning. From Scott street west to Princess 
strcet, nine blocks, there is nothing to be seen 
but a smoulding mass of ruins. [t is impos 
sible as yet to give anything like a list of losses 
aud insurance. Every insurance company in 
the city is said to be loser,

A terrific cyclone, sweeping up the Dela- 
Were this afternoon, struck Philadel- 
phia veer Greenwich Point, demolishing a 
portion of the works of the Pennsylvania sait 
mepufeciuring company, and injuring several 
¢mployes. It then took its course across the 
river, wrecking the river steamboat, Major 
Reybold, and the ferryboat Peerless, The 
storm blew Pilot Emory Townsend and 

aptain Eugene Rey bold, of the 
gteam boat Rey bold into the river 
@rownins the former and painfully injuring the 
captain. The Peerless was swept clean al- 
Most to the water’s edge, and a horse and 
Wegon were hurled into the water and sunk 
together to the bottom. The storm then passed 
over to the Jersey side, striking John Dialo- 
es ship yards, below Kaighn’s Point, and 

estroying the building of the establish- 
ment, and it then took along 
the New Jersey river front, 
demolishing all the buildings in its path up 
to Bridge avenue,Camden. At this point the 
¢yclone took an easterly course to Fifth street, 
Camden, embracing in its path all that section 
otibe city between Second and fF iith streets 
to Delaware river, which washes 
the northern section of the city, 
atslng over the :iver, skirting Petty’s island.

LOSS OF LI ‘ 

In Camden scores of dwelling houses were 
wnroofed and some of them thiown down, and 
the dampge to business property along the 
river front isenormous. Hundreds of families 
were rendered homeless, and one victim, 
Charles Daisry, was killed outright at the 
American dredging company’s wharf. 
Avother, Harry Stevens,had his leg cut off by 
# flying piece of timber, and will probably 
@e. The path of the storm through Rich- 
eST & wed marked with death and destruction; 
When the steamer Major Reybold left 
her deck at three o'clock for 
Salem, New Jersey, she had on board abou 
fifty passengers, although as no tickets had 
been sold up to the time of the accident, itis 
impossible to aecertain the exact number. 
There were also about fourteen ollicers and 
deck hands. Ofthis number of people upoa 
the wrecked boatit does not appear that any 
liv were lost, except that of the 
pilot, although it is not Impossible that some 
ol the peseengers were washed off and lost, 
without any one knowing of the fatal circum- 
stance. Steamer Amy coming up the river 
alter the disaster, reporis that the body ofa 
weluan wes seen for a few minutes floating in 
the river near the spot where tbe cyclone struck 
the steamboat, hut she sank out 
of sight, and could not be found when they 
made search tor ber. This might have been 
a passenger, and there may others lost, but no 
positive knowledge is at band to establish such 
facts, 

MAN AND HORSE KILLED BY LIGHTNING. 

Staunton, Va, August 3.—Accounts from 
various sections in the country report that ina 
cestructive hailstorm which occurred on Satur- 
day a negro man and horse were killed by 
lightning, and a great deal of corn and fruit 
were destroyed. 

Its track was almost due north. From the 
port Richmond coal wharves about one hun- 
credand filty dwelling houses on this side 
of the river were wrecked or 
BO badly damaged as to be 
rendered uniit for babitation, and two hun- 
dred families were driven from their homes 
to be cared for by their neighbors. A number 
of people were seriously and some fatally 
injured. A girl of ten years old, Lizzie Mc- 
Vey, was killed ather home, 1721 McLead 
street, in sight of her mother, who was her- 
self pinned to the floor by the fallen 
rafters a few feet from her dying child. The 
cyclone is described by those who witnessed 
ils progress upon theriver, where it could be 
geen to advantage, as an immense black cone- 
shaped cloud, with its apex resting upon the 
water and its base mfngling with the rain- 
clouds, which hungin dense masses from the 
sky. It is possible that some passengers 
onthe Reybald were swept overboard and 
lost, but no bodies have been recovered as 
yet, not even that of the drowned pilot, Emo. 
ry Townetend. It is impossibleas yet to esti- 
mate the smount of damage «lone. 

The liet of casualties in Camden andPiladel- 
phia co far as heard from, embraces 3 deaths 
and twenty seven persons injured. About 
balfa dczen of the wounded may die, as their 
injuries are broken backs, crushed skulls and 
limbs eutoff, An enormous amount of dam- 
age by wind and flood is reported from eastern 
Reeding, Shanandoh and all the couatry 
within aradius of one hundred miles from 
thiscity. 

THROUGHOUT MARYLAND. 

Advices from various points throughout 
Maryland show the storm to have been the 
most disastrous that bas ever visited this soc- 
tion. The cyclone swept a path two hundred 
verds in width, through Cecil county. 
Ho ees, mills and bridges were carried away. 
TY were blown halfamule,and a loaded 
freight train, with ali the brakes down, 
was blown a mile along the track. .Two men 
were badly injured by being struck with the 
fly:ug debris. In Hartford county the damage 
to dwellings and crops is estimated at $10,000. 
Frederick City was inundated at an early 
hour this morning. The people had to flee for 
their lives, and many narrow escapes from 
drowning were reported. Through Middle- 
tnwn valley very heavy damage ia reported. 
The loss throughout the state is roughly esti- 
mated st $150,000, and may be considerably 
in excces of that amount.

OTHER PLACES WRECKED. 

Short and Holt’s three story hosiery mill, 
303 end 304 Salmon street, Richmond, P aila- 
de! phia,was completely wrecked and scattered 
in all directions. There were about eighty 
people employed in the mill, most of than 
young girls,and the eilect was to throw them 
intoa panic. A large number jumped from 
the secend-story windows and were only 
slightly injured, while others were hurled to 
the ground with the falling walls and 
struck by pieces of flying timber and 
bricks. A posse of policemen 
were quickly on the ground, and some plucky 
work was done iu rescuing a number of girls 
who were left standigg amid the ruins of the 
second floer. The people of Camden all teil 
the same story of a rumble, like the rattlin 
ofa train of heavy wagons, over the pave 
streets, that accompanied the cyelone. Before 
it the air was filled with flying debris, and 
the people seeing the awiul sight, fled in terror 
by hundreds to their cellars. The cyclone 
lasted between four and five minutes, and 
was marked with terrific puffs and roars, It 
is a eipgular fact that the flat roofed 
houses suffered most, the wind jwith 
the reatest case catching them 
under the cornice, and lifted them as though 
they were sheets of paper. There was hard! 
an instance where a mansard roof build- 
ing was wrecked, bo at was the 
violence of the win that the 
fronts and sides of the houses and 
bulk windown were mashed in as 
though they were egg shells. Roofs were car- 
ried hundreds of yards away. Shade trees 
were mowed down jlike platoons of soldiery 
on the battie feld, Great monster trees that 
hed stood the sterms of years were uprooted or 
broken off like p:pe stems. Theeccentricities 
of the wind could be* seen on every side. The 
buildings which it would seem that an ordi- 
nary storm would demolish, and which were 
in the direct path of the storm were 
spared, while their neighbor® modern 
structures of brick, would be 
gutted or wrecked outright. About the only - 
two public buildings damaged was the taber- 
nacle of the M. E. church at Third and Pearl 
streets, and Cooper sehool house close at hand. 

THE STORM IN DELAWARE, 

News from Smyrna, Del., says: ‘A terri- 
ble cyclone visited this section this afternoon, 
totally destroying property for miles in a 
swath of three hundred feet wide. Stock was 
kijled and orchards, cornfields, etc., were 
destroyed. No livesare known to be lost.” 

THE RAIN AROUND READING. 

R eapinG, Pa., August 3.—This morning rain 
was very heavy and appeared more like a 
eloud-burst. Many streets were filied with 
water from curb to curb, and the firat 
floors of many houses standing low were flood- 
ed. The Schuylkill river rose over a foot. 
The moulders of seyeral foundries 
were driven out by the flood 
running into their workin 
epariments..

THE GREAT STORM IN ‘CHICAGO, 

Cuicsco, August 3.—The great rain storm 
sipped at midnight. The total rainfall 
in the preceding twelve hours 
¥ a8 5 58 inches, an inch more 
than the entire rainfall during the month of 
August in either of the last two years, and 
the greatest fel! within the time specified on 
record. The fall was so great and rapid that 
the sewers were unable to carry off the vol- 
ume of water. Four hundred and twenty miles 
ol sewer pipes are constructed on the basis 
of allowing an inch of rainfall an hour, while 
y: s‘erday it exceeded two inches. The super- 
intendent of the sewers is of opinion 
that the flushing of the sewers will 
prove beneficial, thoroughly purging 
them, proving beneficial to the public 
health. The paved streets throughout 
city this morning, particularly stone paved 
ones, bave the appearance of having been 
ecrubbed clean with brooms. Many of Grant's 
decorations, on public and private buildings 
are bedregglied and torn. The damage 
by the flooding of the basements was heavy. 
Early inthe afternoon tne basements and 
cellars that were more than ten feetin depth, 
soon contained between two and three feet of 
water. Thousands of rats poured from 
the sewers and basements as 
the water began to fill up 
the conduits. Not much unlike them were the 
Chinamen, all of whom occupying deep base- 
ments. Nearly every celestial in the city 
found himself without a placo to lay his head, 
and late in the night they 
were seon hunting roosting houses. 
Num berless families were forced 
to leave the besements in which they lived, 
snd seek for temporary apartments above the 
level of the streets. Of the residence streets, 
Huron was conspicuous in this respect, the 
tenants of i mapy basements being 
ecm pelled to leave their homes. 
Tbe basements and cellars throughout a por- 
tion of the south side, wherethe wholesale 
houses sre situated, were filled with water to 
the depth of several feet. The loss througn 
this district is very heavy,. though 
no estimate of damage can 
be made, even by those who are experienced 
in such matters. The first business firm to 
ask for aesistance from the city was Lyon & 
Healy, dealers in musical instruments, at the 
corner of Monroe and _ State streets. 
The fire engine was tompelled to abandon the 
job of pumping out the water after two hours’

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FLEECING WITNESSES. 


A’SHARP PRACTICE AROUND Fap. 
ERAL COURTSIN GBORGOIA. 


A Regular Brokerege Business in Disoousti ag Cer - 
tifeates of Witnessess--Only Twenty-Five 
Per Cent Charged-Marsha! Neims Takes 
Hojdof the abuse and Steps it. 


One of the reformg instituted by the new 
United States marshal of Georgia is a method 
of proteeting the witnesses whoare subpim aacd 
to appear at the -eircenit, district or comm!s- 
sioners’ courts fn this state. 

Soon after taking charge of the marahal!’s 
office Captain Nelms discovered that there had 


grown up a regular system of 
TRAFFIC TH SUBPENaS, 

When he was auditing the accounts against 
the government for the expense ofthe courts 
he noticed that there were several hundred 
dollars worth of subpwnas presented in the 
name of one person. When the marshal 
asked how one ° man came 
ey © many witnege cee him, the re- - 
sly of the deputy was that the holdin 
the vabeewes had bought thous frdus thes wit. 
nesses, Further inquiry developed the’ fact 
that for many years past, under the dli- 
ean Officials, there has existed a m of 
a these papers at a big discowat. 

any,of the persons whe are usually sabpe- 
naed as, wiinesses in the federal courts are ia- 
norant, They are taken from their homesand 
brought to Atlanta or taken to the commia- 
sioner in their district, The federal judiciary has 
become a terror to many of them and often 
they hardly know what they are about when 
they are brought up as witnesses. 

When the government is through with 
its witnesees they are given by theclerk ofthe 
court or the commissioner a certificate of the 
number of days they have served 
and this pe r entities them to 
pay in the marshal’s oflice at the rate ef $1.50 
aday. It wouldseem thatany body would 
know a duly authenicated order ona disburs- 
ing officer of the government is as good as 

old, but the imexperience and timidity of 

undreds of the witnesses summoned for the 
federal courts made them easy prey to 
the shrewd speculators who saw a chance to 
scoop in their subpenas at a handsome profit. 
The practice of buying up these papers at the 
commissioners’ courts scat throughout 
the state had more palliation than it could 
claim in the cities where district court is 
held. There have been pérsons wherever a 
United States commissioner had an office. 
who would set ip business in this line. Wit- 
nesses were told that they would have to go te 
Atlanta for their money, and that it would be 
months before they could be paid. To relieve 
them of their trouble the subpoena shaver 
would kindly agree to cash their claim on the 
government at a small discount of 

TWENTY-FIVE PER CENT. 

The bulk ofthe subpenasin many of the 
commissioners’ courts were often thus bought 
up and were paidin fullto the speculator 
almost before they were cold from the hands 
of the deluded witnesees. But the boldest 
and most profitable operations of this kind 
were carriedon in Atlanta and under the 
very shadow of the United States courthouse. 

Few people know how many persons are 
brought here as witnesees in the federal courts, 
and how great an amount of money w annual- 
ly paid out by the marshal on this account. 

he short adjourned term of the district court 
which ended a few days ago piled up a 

bill of over $2,000 for witnesses’ 
fees alone. The amount at regular terms of 
the court is often four or five times as large. 
The chance of getting a good per cent on these 
heavy expenditures brought out a fine array 
OF GREEDY SPECULATORS, 
who converted the federal courthouse into a 
den of money changers. 

Some outrageous methods were adopted to 
enrpare the unwary witness and fleece him of 
a good partof his petty fees. As he cane 
cut of the court room he was spotted by strik- 
ers in the employ of the men who were schem- 
ing for his money. After he had secured the 
certificate ofthe clerk and was making his 
way out of the building he wouldbe met b 
the cunning agent of the subpena broker an 
informed that there 

WAS NO MONEY 
in the marshal’s office, and there would not 
be any these for a long time to come. 

This announcement generally staggered the 
poor fellow who depended on his witness fees 
tor the money to pay his expenses in Atlanta 
and to take him back to his Bome. Olten he 
didn’t even know where the marsbal’s office 
was. He was bewildered and in deep distress. 
When to such a man cash was offered for hi» 
certificate he did not hesitate 
about terms. he regarded the schemer who 
discounted his fees tor 25 per cent as a benev- 
olent Christian gentleman and gladly accepted 
his profiler. So systematic had this business 
become under the republican officials that one 
broker in Atlanta had made arrangements 
to cash any amount of sudpenas 
at twenty per cent discount. He lowered the 
utval rate in consideration of the large amount 
of business which was tobe thrown into his 
bands, 

A bill of $1,500 was presented tothe mar- 
shall for fees bought in by another purchaser 
of witnesses’ paper which represented a profit 
of over $400 tothe purchaser and a scoop of 
that amount out of the 
witnesses, who are generally about the poorest 
class of people in Georgie. The $1.50 a day 
paid them by the government is poor com- 
pensation for their absence from home, the 
interruption in their labor, and the expense 
ard apnoyance ol 
in attendance on 
lore 25 per cent of this pittance 
was in many ipstences an actual hardship. 
There was money in the marshal’s oilice ready 
to pey all these tees in fall, and often a witness 
sold his subpera at 25 percent off when 
he could have walked a few fleet and gotten 
its face value. Just before Marshal Bryant 
went out of othee no money 
was advanced to him as it was known that a 
change in the marshalship was about to be 
made, but with the exception of three or four 
weeks at that period, there hag not been in a 
long while a time when the marsha! did not 
bave money to pay witnesses. Lt is estimated 
(bat under the subpena shaving system over 

TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS 

was aniually made out of impecunious and 

ignorant witnesses in thisjstate. These figures 
look large, but they are justified by a review 
of the business courts in all 
branches, and by the prevalence of the per- 
nicious practice of trading in subpenas.

“How many tattooed figures have you on your 
body ” 

“Two hundred and sixteen. These two British 
fags yousee under my eyes were the first put on, 
and these ten pistole on my fingers were the last. 
l’ve got ‘God save the Queen’ on 
my breast, and right below 
is an anchor six inches long. I’ve got pretty nigh 
every kind ot figure on me, mostly things you 
see on shipboard. On the palms of my hands you 
see l’ve got my name in eight different places. If 

1 should get killed in a strange place there 
wouldn’t be much trouble in tellin’ who I was.”’ 

‘How is the tattooing done?’ 

‘It’s done with needles loosely fastened together. 
Any kind ofink tbat won’t come out may be used 
The skin is tightened over the place you want tat- 
tooed, the needies are dipped in the ink, and then 
the #gureis pricked in. You see, I’ve got the 
colors all right in the flags under my eyes.”’ 

**Does the tattooing hurt?’’ 

"That depends upon whether’ you are thick 
skinned or not. If your skin is thick, it won’t 
hurt; but, if it’s thin, it’) hurt pretty sharply 
I’ve known ugly scabs to form over a tattooed 
piace, and it some times takes months for the sore 
to get well.”’ 

“Can the ink be taken out after it is putin the 
pkip?’’ 

“Not thatI knowof. I believe I heard a man 
sey once that it could be taken out with electricity, 
Dut I’ve never seen it tried.’’ 

“Don’t a)l those figures on your body cause you 
inconvenience sometimes?’’ 

“No, sir; nota bit. As long’sa man’s honest a 
tattoo mark won’t trouble him. But if he gets 
into any meanness and has to cut and run for it, 
his tattoo mark’!] be sure to give him away.”

DOUGHERTY’S DIGEST, 


The Property Vaiuation of the County for 
the Year. 

ALBANY, Ga., August 3.—iSpecial.]—The tax re 
ceipt digest for Dougherty, just made up, shows 
a falling offin the value of taxable property re- 
turned of $78,840, from the returns of last year. 
The total aggregate value ot property returned for 
tax last year was $2,813,455. This year it foots up 
$2,734,615. Itissafe to say, however, that these 
latter figures are not a criterion of the real intrin’ 
sic value of the property returned and do not of 
themselves show necessarily a decrease in values. 
When last year’s returns were made the panic 
had not then begun to affect values very seriously 
in this section. Since then the case 
is very different, and many tax 
payers, in view of the great depreciation in the 
money value of their property, particularly 
their real estate, very naturally felt themselves 
justified in abating somewhat from their former 
estimates in making theirreturns. The amount 
of property, however, returned at a ridiculous 
undervaluation, is undoubtedly very large, and 
the general assembly could have no more difficult 
a matter before them, were they to undertake it, 
than the devising of some equitable plan whereby 
even approximately correct returns might 
be com pelled. An elective board 
of assessors for each county, a plan 
much advocated by a portion of the Georgia press, 
would hardly work the reform so confidently pre- 
dicted. Such a board, viz: an elective one, 
whether elected by the people or the grand juries, 
could not reasonably be expected, if past experi- 
ence be worth anything, to free themselves from 
favoritism, and the danger—we might say the 
likelihood—of their becoming the tools and pup- 
pets of a ring of wealthy tax-paying shirkers, 
could not be easily guarded against. In the mean- 
while, under the present system of 
returning property for taxation, ifsystem it can 
be called, it is an undoubted fact that poor people 
and those of moderate means pay a dispropor- 
tionate share of the state and county taxes. Their 
little dab of property lies open, notorious and 
visible tothe eye of everybody, while the rich 
and perjured shirker can withhold and conceal 
his stocks, notes, bonds and other representations 
of value to almost any extent his conscience may 
incline him,

‘Lhe railroads are entitled to sufficient compen- 
sallon to cover operating expenses, the cust of 
maintenarce, improvemeutand renewal of the 
property, and, in addition, a fair average return 
loribe vaiue ol the investmeut and the risk in- 
curred ”’ 

‘This branch of the subject opens np one of the 
mest ad. ienit probients of railway management. 
in tle lightoi what has gone before, it is easy 
to cemprekend how a commission, conscien- 
tous and carefnl in its purposes, may com- 
Mit grave errors, and with honest intent ro hold 
the baiances evenly and justly between the people 
ane the railroads become nnwittingly the archi 
tects of ruin. Without frequent inspection of the 
co. dition and needs of the various railways, if the 
caiculation is upon too close a margin, the danger 
is thatat tbe end of a year's business, after pay- 
nent of operating expenses, the cost of main- 
tenance, improvemenptand renewal of the prop- 
erty, there is nothing left to represent an ‘‘average 
re‘urn for the value oi the investment and the 
risk ineurred,”’ 

A junéemental question meets us at the outset. 
Whatisthe ‘value of the investment?’ Right 
bere your committee Canuuot expre-s too emophat 
ically their disapprobation of waat is kuewu as 
the fraudulent “wate:ing of stock,”’ by which a 
railroad for merely specalative purposes, ia built 
a1.d capitalized largely beyond the cost of cou- 
styuctionsndequipment Such capitalization is 
a gross fraud upon the public, and they are justi- 
fed in rebelling against the enormous accumula- 
tion Of common stock, preferred stock, first aud 
secoLrad mortgage bonds, and income bonds, 
Railroacs constructed and capitalized upou this 
besis£oon fall intothe bands of the courts, and 
uUbless the courts, by wise receivers and judicious 
contre] of maLagement,rest: ict their power for evil 
become potent instruments of ruin, Of this 
class Of roads, Mr. Albert Fink says: “Unforen 
nately, there has arisen iately the system of build 
ing roads on watered stock, when bonds are sold 
ard acertein amount of stock throwa in as a pre- 
mivm. Some of these roads are built simply on 
speculation and for the purpose of making money 
cul of the people who are foolish enough t» buy 
the securities, while the originators generally get 
out befere the road goes into bav&ruptey. Uafer- 
tupate:y. there bas been a good deal of tnat sort of 
reiiroaa building lately, anda stop ought to be 
puttoit if possible Dutreally this is done by 
epocnetam. The old raiiroad companies do not 
jike it.’ 

Certainiy it is a short-sighted public policy 
which makes such a railroad possible to thedetri- 
meut of cid and established corporations, It 
O1igipates in a mistaken clamor for competition, 
ano generally results in an additional tax upon 
the public without any adequate return.”’ Upon 
this subject Mr. Simon sterne, the distinguished 
abil movopolist, has wisely written. 

“It has pow been ascertained that, not with- 
standing ihe enormous progress of railway coa- 
riuction in the United States. during the past 
thirty years, railways can never be multiplied to 
such ab extent as to make them com pete the 
Bulpe sense that grocers, butchers, batters and shoe 
Dakerscompete. They will be at war fora time. 
6.0 tren comesa period of Peace, when railways 
work uncer combipation even at competitive 
points itis dificult to tell whether the war is 
Lot more injurious than the peace, so far as public 
ib tesestS are concerved.

Accordigg to the best estimate we can ‘obtala, 
the Central railroad system proper is capitalized, 
ipcinéinpg a)! the debentures, at Jess than $25.09 
permile. The writer learned from Judge Chis- 
holm, vice president of the Savanuah, Florida aud 
Western railway, that the system is capitalized at 
about $22,000 per mile, 

Itthus appears that the railroads of Georgia, 
with one exception, notably the roads composing 
the Central Railroad system aud the Svannah 
Florida and Western Railway system, have the 
cheapest anc lowest capitalization in the wortd,iu 
proportion to their efficiency and equipment, and 
we Go vot hesitate upon the best information we 
can obtain, to state that they canaot lie rebuilt 
and equipped for their present capitalization. 

We therefore conclude, and so report, taking the 
Central Ralirosd system asan example, that its 
present capitalization repretents the actual 
‘value Of the investment,” and must justiy } 
be so .considered tu any reguiation of 
fares and freights, witha view to accomplish all 
that Governor MeDaniel has deelared each road 
entitied to. and give a tair average retura on the 
“yalue of the investment.” Wedo not think the 
Spirit apd intento!f thelaw, nor a wise public 
policy, ré€quire the roads to gtageer along theat- 
ter vated path of a famishing ¢xistence, Coustant- 
iy parrowing under the remorseless cutting of 
rates by the railroad commission. We believe and 
reportthai the legislation under consideration 
bed iis Oligia every where, iess on aceount ‘of ex-

considered unjust discrimination. The small 
action whicd reduces a rate below a paying point 
to the railroads is liarély perceptible to the in- 
dividual shipperor consumer, but the uninst dis- 
Comination may aflect the mercantile lifeoia 
cc mmunity.

just disc1imination We find that 
the consolidation of railroad interests on great 
threvgb lives always tends towards minimum 
rates, and that a judicious preservationof throagh 
rates ata paying point operates for tne relief of 
local rates at nen competitive points, The great 
waier wajs of the country, with their road beds 
provided without ecst, and kept in order by the 
general government, wil! always, by an imperious 
and controlling necessity, keep the charges of 
railroads Gown to a conservative limit. We urze 
that in all these matters the broadest liberty be 
allowed the railroads, because these things neces- 
sarily settle themselves upon commercial princi- 
sca. The results of all destructive railroad wars 
ave im pressed upon intelligent minds the crimi- 
nality ol such reckless and ruinous antagonism, 
and appealto wise Jegislation for their adsolate 
prevention.

We tlunk thatin the fifth proposition, the gov- 
erpor of Georgia bas stated the true iatent of the 
constitutior, interpreted im the tligtt 
of the second proposition.

fe tbfuk ibe supreme court of a@eorgia has set- 
tea this question in the Georgia railroad case 
before cited, 70 Ga, 704, in whica they say: ‘It 
may not be out of place, in couciuding this opia- 
ion, to sav that, whilst we hold the act of Oc. 
tot er 16, 157°, constiiutional, yet we are not to be 
uncerst: oc as holding thattheir powers are unlim- 
itea or beyoud Jjewmal control by the proper au- 
theriticx Of the state ”’ 

The ciffenlty. however, of invoking this legal 
Cout7o) Ov the part of raileeads was appreciated 
by the comm issiou wheu, in their.report of 1551, 
tres sey, “but this remedy, as the law nowstands, 
is net easily svailable.’’ 

In tieir first reportof May 1, 1880, they say ia 
reaard to their powers: “Therets no sevse ‘of 
weakness, but ratber of auxiety in the use of large 
powers, positive net negative, which, jike thuarb 
screws, take a powerful bold, so that litigation to 
test them is Gdangerons.”’ 

It means tihat in ordertotest the question of 
reesonebie sates, the railroad company urust take 
the chances before a jury of having a penalty ia- 
flicted on them of from $1,000 to $5,000 for a viola. 
tion of any of the shifteeg and ebanging rules of 
the railroad commission. The very statement of 
the proposition carries conviction to any jtst 
mivud thateuch a law sbould be amended, 

Buthow amenvded* This brings us to the last 
recectamendation of the governor, The rail- 
road *cOmmission now hedge themselves in 
bebipad new ecoustitutional interpretations, aod 
in e¢flect, teh the gerf@ral assembly that 
they caunottouchthem. Our reply is, thai the 
legislature can passauy law in any form in 
“whieh they thipk it wisest to reguiate the rail- 
rcad, subject to constitutional limitations 

‘We recommené that the law be so amended a3 
to let the railroads, which kuow better than any 
one else the wants of the people they serye, make 
their own rates. If there is cause of dispute either 
as to just and reasonable rates, or unjust discrim- 
ipatious. then let the commission decide the 
éispute between the shipper and the ratiway 
manager. 

Ifeither party is dissatisfied let there be a 
prompt appeal to the superior court with fiaal 
appeal to the supreme court.

We have in mind 
pre jected -atiway connections which await the 
core, vativeaction of this geperal assembdiy in 
emending the ‘aw, but which will pever be carried 
out unless some adequate protection to invest- 
mente ia secured. 

We respectiully urge that encouragement de 
given to existing iailroads to build ilaterna! 
wrancbes end thus extend to counties without 
‘sitway fectlities all the advantages and accruing 
prosperiy of commervial connections. Under the 
present administration of the iaw, when a brancha 
lire is owned or operated by one of the larger 
eorperations it is treated as a part of the 
wan line. ard in order to keep. .up such 
branches, if constructed, the railroad corporation 
would be compeiled to support the branen road 
instead ot having it a self supporting feeder. 
Such rates shou!d be allowed branch roads built 
et pecially for the bevefit of localitics as would at 
least make them self supporting. Weare assured 
by railway manegersthat they are ready, apon 
any reasonable security for protection against 
loss, to aid the various localities In obtaining 
every possible facility. Wecall attention to the 
fact that the law itself seems to put 
the ban of outlawry npon railways. It forbids a 
rallreed commissioner from owning a share of 
stock inapy railroad, and yetit permits him ts 
be interested in apy enterprise which cau be /os- 
tered directly or indirectly, by putting ruinous 
rates upon the railroads. 

This reportis respectfully snbmitted ina a spirit 
of im partia! fairness, and with a hope that its rec- 
Ommendations may to some conservative 
solution of tue important problem. In our concelu- 
sions we have been guided bs *rarefal investigation. 
In tne matter of the Central Railroad system we 
h ve had the benefit of a careful investigation of 
financial statements by an expart selected by the 
joint sn b.com mittee the house and senate on 
railrcads, and we are satisfied that the faanciat 
statem«nts made by that company are trustwor- 
thy im +very respect. This investigation was in- 
voked by the management of that system.

It is probably useless to suggest to thecity 
council that even reform legisiation can be 
run inthe ground.

Fish, oysters, : «ts, 
melons or anything else which has ven 
heretofore delivered on Sunday moruings, 
will have to be brought home on Saturdays 
for Sunday dinners, or else cannot be had at 
all. The council madea mistake in not in- 
cluding the drug stores inthe list. Itshould 
also have shut off street cars, prevented cook- 
ing, and attended to other details which are 
conveniences and comforts rather than neces- 
sities. In the face of such legislation as the 
council has deemed fit tosaddle upon the 
city, it is highly proper now, in the interest 
of honest reform, that a law should be 
paseed requiring that every citizen caught 
ppon the streets on Sunday with a gaudy 
necktie or wearing striped pantaloons,should 

be put in stocks or ducked ina pubiic pool. 
' Public sentiment might then assert itsel!. 


A NEEDED LAW. 

In the house yesterday Mr. Connell, of 
:Decatur county, introduced a bill, which has 
for its object the levying of a special tax of 
two dollars and fifty cents per capita on all 
unmarried men over the age of thirty. The 
Jaw is a good one, and we trust it will pass 
the legislature and become a law. Such a 
measure bas long been needed in this state, 
and willno doubt commend itself to the 
judgment and understanding of every think- 
ing member of the legislature. Certainly 
no discussion is necessary. 

It will be said, of course, by some—espe 
cially by those who, under the terms of the 
proposed law, will be compelled to pay an 
additional sum of money into the state’s 
treasury—that Mr. Connell’s bill contem- 
plates class legislation. But nothing could 
be further from the truth. It’is a well 
known principle, both in law and morals, 
that an unmarried man over thirty years of 
age belorgs to no class. In many respects 
he is an ouicast and a vagrant—a sort of un 
easy and soured spectator of the happiness 
thet exists all around him. 

But we did not set out to write an essay 
on the thin- legged people known as old bach- 
elors, but to insist on the passage of the law. 
There is but one policy that will bring peace 
and prosperity to Georgia. Let dogs and old 
bachtlors-be taxed, and vagrants be made to 
contribute something to the state by being 
put to work on the highways. 

It isnot the intention of the measure, as 
we understand it, to compel bachelors to 
marry—heaven forbid! The intention is to 
secure an increase of the school fund and to

PHASES OF PROHIBITION. 

A moral form, once well started, is a revo- 
lution that cannot turn back ward. 

The prohibition movement is a case in 
point. In its first weak beginnings societies 
ple ged themselves not to use liquor. Then 
the. went to work to influence others. The 
pulpit, the press and the school were enlisted. 
Still the work was on the jine of moral sua- 
sion. Next came the idea of prohibition by 
statute. Finally constitutional amendments 
were demanded in states where the prohi- 
bitionists were strong, and now the leaders 
of the movement are at work to secure an 
amendment to the federal constitution, pro- 
hibiting the manufacture and sale of liquor. 

‘It will be seen from this brief outline that 
this great reform is pushing rapidly ahead to 
its extreme limit. Of ifs own volition it will 
not retrace its steps. It will go onward until 
it meets with a tremenduous check. Uni- 
vertal prohibition in such a country as ours 
is not to be thought of. Local option is the 
only feasible plan for the country and small 
towns, and high license, stringently regu- 
lated, is as far as the reform can safely go in 
large cities. 

The reason for ‘his state of affairs appeals 
with peculiar force to the m3j rity of people. 
There is nothing that Ainrricans dread more 
then the paralysie of industry. Now, the in. 
dustries directly and indirectly connected 
with the manufacture, sale and handling of 


liqner support hundreds of thousands <f 
people and benefit other bundreds of thoa- 
sands who have no connection with the 
treffic. So strongly bas this phaseof the 
situation been felt thatthe New England 
states probibiting the manufacture and sale 
of liquor bave not dared to interfere with 
cider, not becanse it contains less alcohol 
than beer, but because itis a profitable in- 
dustry to the farmers. So, in California and 
otber states producing wine on a large scale, 
almosta revolution would be caused by a 
law probibiting the manufacture and sale of 
wine. 9 same trouble exists in states 
where bops and barley are profitable crops. 
In some of the great grain states, for the 
same reason, it will be impossible to stop the 
maepufacture and sale of whisky. Even these 
few points, briefly touched upon, will suggest 
the r: flection that the industries connected 
with liquor in some sections of the country 
intimately concern agriculture, commerce 
and manufactures, involving the employ- 
mentof snimmense amount of labor and 
capital. To make all this property worthless, 
and to turn out these hosts of laborers, and 
to leave the millions engaged in agriculture 
to how! about overproduction, would pre- 
cipitate untold calamities upon the country. 
So much for universal prohibition undera 
national! law. 

But under the judicious mingling of local 
option and high license in a state, any rude 
shock to our material interests is avoided. In 
sparsely-settied regions where very few have 
their capital and labor employed in the 
liquor treffic, prohibition works no injury, 
but much benefit. In cities the system of 
high license and vigilant police surveilance 
deprive the liquor evil of its worst features 
and keep it within bounds. To this com- 
plexion it must come at last. In _ politics, 
and as a national movement, prohibition 
will be a failure. As a non-partisan, local 
matter regulated as the exigencies of the case 
demand, by local option and high license, it 
wll flourish and do good. This isa purely 
business view of the movement, and asa rule 
it is the business view that is generally 
adopted in this practical age. 


MAPS AND SPRING LIZZARDS. 
There is probably no more usefal institu- 


tion than a map. The railroads of the 


country were the first to utilize the powerful 
influence of maps, and now the example of 
these corporations has caused ambitious 
commercial centers to make extensive exper- 
iments. A map is a club—a slung-shot—a 
pair of brass-knucks—a scimeter—a battle- 
#x—a guillotine—a willipus-wallopus in fact 
—that may be used with terrible effect. 

We have before us a very beautifal speci- 
men of one of these maps. Itis printed on 
excellent white paper, and is laid outin 
grand style. We learn from the superscrip- 
tion that it isa ‘‘map of North, Central and 
South America, showing lines of communi- 
cation with New Orleans, La., U.S. A.” 
We learn also, that itis ‘prepared for the 
North, Central a.d South American Expo- 
sition,”’ 

It will thus be seen that itis intended to 
be a very extraordinary map, and we do not 
hesitate to say that it comes fully up to. its 
intentions. It covers the ground from Hud- 
son’s bay to Patagonia, and spreads around 
Over two oceans, leaving nothing to the im- 
agination, but presenting everything to the 
naked eye in cold and impartial black and 
white, as it were. 

Still, we must confess that, while the map 
is a beautiful and extensive one, it is not al- 
together satisfactory. We do not object to 
the fect that it shows New Orleans to be the 
pave]—the umbilicus, so to speak, of the 
universe—not atall. New Orleansisa yery 
large town, and we desire to see it thrive and 
grow, end reach out and takein a great deal 
of lend and things. 

We object to the map because it has wiped 
Atlanta out, as if with a sponge, and has 
squeezed the great state of Georgia dewn toa 
strip not bigger than a baby’s little finger. 
It is useless for New Orleans or its map- 
makers to try to ignore Atlanta, or to leave 
the cracker city in theair. Oar experiment 
with the artesian well shows what a solid 
foundation we rest upon. We do not pro- 
pose to take advantage of that fact to do any 
ober baijiwick an injastice; but we put 
New Orleans on notice now, that if this 
beautiful map isn’t corrected, we shall sail 
for that post with three Georgia spring liz- 
zerds, which we shal) proceed to turn loose 
in that town. Within an hour the spring 
lizzarcs will have New Orleans undermined,

He never saw the general in 
the full tide ofa jury speech without thinking of 
the famous English lawyer. 


There is no project too mad and wild to fiad 
advocates. About fifteen years ago a fine look- 
ing youngster, with a glib tongue, dropped 
down in Atlanta, from the sky, as it were, and 
issued the prospectus of a weekly paper. The 
venture was to be called “The Imperial st,” aud 
its main object was to be the advocacy of a 
monarchical government in the United States, 
with General Grant at its head. After the pros- 
pectuses were printed the young man called at the 
jeb office where the work was done, and carelessly 
picking up abouta dozen,remarked that he would 
call for the others and settie the bill. With the 
few specimens thus slyly obtained he called on a 
number of leading merchants and secured not 
only advertisements, but partial payments 
in advance. The next day he disappeared 
and when last heard from was being hotly pur* 
sued across the continent by a physician and two 
men detailed fromalunatic asylum to capture 
him. The poor fellow may have been loony, out 
there was a touch of genius about his work in At- 
lan ta, 


Scattered along the line of the Georgia railroad 
may still be found a few old men who, before the 
days of railroads,did a flourishing business driving 
wagon trains between the towasinthe up-coua- 
try and Augusta and Charleston, They carried 
cotton, corn and wheat to the cities and returned 
with goods for the country merchants. The chief 
occupation of these venerable citizens, of late 
yearr, has been to sit in the shade and ‘“‘cuss’’ the 
locomotive as it went snorting and bellowing 
through the red hills and green valleys. These 
old pioneers say that: the noisy progress of the 
present day is asham, and that swift and cheap 
transportation*has made all the small communi- 
ties ¢ependent for everything upon the large 
cities. Before railioads were built every cross roads 
was a little center. Agricultural implementsand a 
hundred articles of convenience and utility about 
the house and farm were then made at home as 
it was troublesome to send off for them. Now 
such things are turned out by machinery in great 
quantities in the cities and the railroads bring 
them to every man’s door,thus throwing the rural 
mechanics out of business. To hear these old 
wagoners talk one would think that the evuntry 
had gone to the devil. 


While Belgium has maintalned a consul here in 
Atlanta far something over a quarter of a century, 
England, by some strange oversight, has never 
been in direct consular communication with us. 
It is very evident that this state of affairs is not as 
itshould be. Asa commanding southern com- 
mercial center and a port of entry, Atlanta should 
have a duly accredited consul representing the 
business interests of Her Britannic Majesty. 
It is understood thet this matter 
will shortly be brought to the notice of the 
British minister at Washington, and it will 
doubtless meet with favorable consideration, 


Speaking of newspapers, one day, Major John 
C, Whitner causuaily remarked: 

‘“‘] still feel an interest in journalism. 
years ago I tried running a newspaper.”’

The fight made upon Jeff 
Davis by the papers here was so hot that the friends 
ot the administration purchased the Knoxville 
Register, which was then bouncing around the 
country at the pointof the’ bayonet, refugeeing 
you know, and | was made the managing editor.”’

My leading articles were written 
by such men as Howell Cobb, Judge James Jack- 
son, L. Q. C. Lamar, and others.’’ 

‘“T bat was a fine corps.’’ 

“Yes; if the war had lasted two years longer, 
Lamar said that would have madea reputatioo 
as the greatest managing editor in the couatiy, 
but the collapse of the confederacy smashed our 
journalistic experiment.’’

General Grant was the only president the 
country has had in twenty five years who 
gave Georgia a representation ia his cabinet. His 
attorney general was the Hon. Amos T, Akerman, 
of Georgia. 


Very old persons are links between the present 
and the past. They seem to bring remote events 
nearto us. A few years ago there lived in Atlanta 
three persons who in early life stood in the pres- 
ence of the fist Napoleon. One saw the 
great conquerer after Waterloo, when he was a 
prisoner on a British vessei, Another saw him in 
Paris during bis imperial reign. The third did 
not see him atall. He wasa Prussian, and when 
the French entered Berlin in triumph his father 
held him up in his arms to look upon the victor at 
the head of his troops. With an obstinate prejudice 
almost incredible the child shut his eyes to avoid 
seeing his country’s enemy. Of these three old 
people two boasted to their dying day that they 
had seen Napoleon, and the third boasted with 
equal pride that he had not seen him.

In 
presenting the petition the gentleman said 
that the reduction was asked because the 
company was not able to pay the taxes upon 
the present assessment, $450,000. He stated 
that the company had invested largely in the 
building, and that all its available means had 
been absorbed. : 

AN AMENDMENT PROPOSED. 

Mr. Garrett, of the tax committee, said that 
he would be glad to grant the request, but that 
he did not know whether it was exactly right. 
Said he: “Every day some poor man’s prop- 
erty is eold in front of the courthouse for taxes, 
while some rich corporation, some 
big dividend-making, dividend-paying 
property is going free rom 
taxation.

ELOQUENT TRIBULE TO GEN, GRANYF. 


, What Rev, Dr. Armstrong Said at St, Philip’s 
Church Last Sunday. 

Sunday morning after morning prayer, at 
St. Philip’s church, and before the celebra- 
tien of the communion service, Rev. Dr. Arm- 
strong, in lieu of a sermon, referred to the 
death of General Grant in feeling and elo- 
quent terms. He said he had intended at the 
proper point, when the special prayer for those 
in affliction was offered, to call especial 
attention to those who mourn, both as relations 
with the tenderest ties of earth now severed, 
but generally as admirers and fellow-citizens, 
the recent sad death of General Ulysses 8. 
Grant. The passage of resolutions of sorrow 
by pearly all the organized public bodies of 
country, by many state legisiatures, and the 
placing of flags half mast throughout all sec- 
tions of the union, betoken that a great man 
has fallen. 

“Most of these,” said Dr. Armstrong, 
“teach us, teach me, that there is 
today a throb of sympathy,,of interest—aye, 
and if these symbols are not mere symbols—a 
throb of sorrow all over this broad land, that 
a great man and one who has come to be re- 
garded as one of the great representatives of 
the American people, has failen. Passions 
will die out; burning questions will 
cease to burn, but be- 
lieve there is a principle deeper 
and stronger than all passions—a principle 
that will outlive the most burning questions 
between this people—and thatis the love of 
the whole country, and a growing pride in the 
breast of every American citizen in all that is 
great and true and grand that has grown out 
of this American system. I believe that the 
time is rapidly coming when the heart of the 
northern man will throb in thorough sym- 
pathy with the heart of the southern man io 
Lis pride of the high characters and nobile 
zemes of Lee, Jackson and Johnston, as the 
}eart of the southern man is to-day throbbing 
ip sympathy with the heart of the northern 
man over the ashes of Ulysses §. Vrant. 
“Many of those who lived and passed 
through the sad and trying scenes of twenty 
years ago have gone from earth. One by one 
the men who looked on those awful scenes are 
assing away to the jae gment to come.
